In this Poſture 
he remain'd about half a Minute, and then threw 

his Handkerchief upon the Floor, when the Exe- 
7 cutioner at one Blow ſever'd his Head from the 

Body, which being received in a Scarlet Cloth, 
was wrapp'd up, and together with his Body put 
into the Coffin, and carried in a Hearſe back to 


the Tower, where it remain'd till Four o'Clock, 


and was then taken away by an Undertaker, in 
order to be ſent to Scotland, to be depolited in the 


Burying-place of his Family.
